URING the 84 years that the Brand Nursery 
Company has operated in Faribault, life in Minne- 
sota has changed widely from its earlier frontier 
state when fruit trees and windbreaks were the chief 
needs of home makers. As a result of this change, the 
demands of our customers, as well as our own tastes, 
have gradually changed and the utilitarian items in our 
catalogs have gradually given way to ornamental. 
Peonies, Lilacs, perennials, and ornamental shrubs 
have gradually usurped the place of our earlier offer- 
ings. This catalog marks a decided advance in this 
respect. 


We have discontinued growing fruit trees and are 
now listing a few small fruit items suitable for home 
use in the small garden. Other reasons for discontinuing 
many items is that our business in ornamentals has 
grown enormously and competent help is harder to get. 
Then, too, the nursery business depends largely upon 
weather conditions. The year 1951 was exceptionally 
discouraging. The heavy rainfall throughout the entire 
summer and early fall kept us from getting out our or- 
ders as promptly as we should and we felt we must cut 
down our acreage. The growing of fruits seemed the 
most logical item to eliminate. ;

( L: READING through our price list, it will be noticed that we list no Peony for less than $1.00. There are ‘aide 


reasons why we cannot handle cheaper roots and make a fair profit. In the first place it takes expert labor to divide 
Peonies and such labor deserves good wages, hence we divide with larger divisions; which decreases the cost of labor 

and gives more satisfactory roots. Then we include in our list only really desirable varieties. It will be noticed that very 
few in the list are rated below 8 and we consider that these few deserve and will in the future receive a higher rating. 
If we wanted to work off undesirable stock we could sell it cheaper in order to get rid of it. But we want our customers 
to plant Peonies that will give them permanent pleasure and kinds they will not wish to discard when they come to know 
Peonies better. We believe that our plan of giving good sized divisions of varieties selected for real merit means true 
aS to our customers. For this reason, we are designating the size of our root. A Brand Division, that we are really 


proud to send out. 


9.2 A. B. FRANKLIN (Franklin) 
A large, late double white that opens with a faint rosy flush with 
a tinge of pinkish cream in the center. Petals are closely packed in 
Roselike arrangement. Flower is perfect in form, of great substance, 
and is delicately fragrant. Plant is medium tall, with excellent foli- 
age and stiff, straight stems. One of the very best of all white 
Peonies. This fine white was awarded a Gold Medal by the Ameri- 
can Peony Society in 1933.

ACME (Franklin) 
A fine creamy rose type, fragrant pink coming into bloom mid- 
season. In color it is a little darker than Minuet. The plant is a 
thrifty growing variety, with excellent foliage, and strong, stiff 
stems.

Questions Our Customers Often Ask. 
1. When Will Brand Peony Roots Bloom? 


Brand Divisions will produce blooms this spring if roots are planted 
early. If planted in the fall, they should bloom the following spring. 


2. Why do Some Plants Fail to Bloom? 


A. They may be planted too deep. If they are planted too deep, the 
buds turn brown and do not mature. Your plant will produce many 
stems that are thin and weak. 

B. You may not be cultivating them thoroughly. Plants should be 
cultivated each week from the time the red shoots appear above ground 
in the spring until after the blooming season. Then they should be culti- 
vated several times before the first of September. 

C. They may be planted where they receive too much shade. Peonies 
should be planted in the open where they get sunshine at least half 
the day. 

D. they may be near large trees and shrubs which deprive them of 
sufficient nourishment. ae 

E. You may be dividing your plants too often or digging into them 
to divide with a neighbor, a bad practice.

SMALL ORDERS 


If you order only one root, allow 25c for postage. But this amount 
will usually carry three fine divisions within the 2nd zone. All orders 


for Peonies amounting to $5.00 OR MORE will be sent PREPAID 
in the United States if cash accompanies order, unless otherwise 
specified. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 
off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before 
planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. Dig 
a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 114 feet deep. Place the 
Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the divisions erect 
in the center of the hole, with one hand, with the other draw in the 
soil and pack it firmly about the root so that the eyes show. Give 
the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance of the hole and 
firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony appears above the 
ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each week until August Ist. 
By keeping the soil loose during the first growing season, there 
should be no loss.

3. How Deep Should They Be Planted to Give 


Best Results? 

The buds on the crown of the plant should be two inches below the 
surface of the soil. In setting the root, be sure the soil in the bottom 
of the ath has been well tamped down so the plant will not sink below 
this level. 


4. When Should the Tops Be Cut Off? 


Cut the foliage from your plants between August 15th and September 
15th. Then remove these stalks and burn them. 


5. How Often Should Peonies Be Fertilized? 


Use well-rotted manure once in 3 years around your plants. Place 
this on in the fall. 


6. What Harm Do Ants Do? 


None. They are after the sweet juice on the buds. A spray with 
water will remove this juice.

National Show at Topeka, Kansas, in 1942, won First Prize calling 


for six blooms of one variety. 


Show in Minneapolis, Minn., in 1945, exhibited in the class of 


five varieties that won the Silver Medal. 


Again in 1947, at the National Show held in Boston, Mass., this 


variety was judged the best double Peony in the show and Mr. 
Bigger, the exhibitor, received the B. H. Farr Memorial Medal. 


Also was the best dark pink at the 1947 show held in Minneapolis. 
In June, 1950, at the state show held in Minneapolis, Blanche 


King was awarded first prize in the Court of Honor, also judged 
the best deep pink at the National Show held in Cleveland, Ohio, in

BURMA (Lins) 
A beautifully formed brilliant deep red coming into bloom mid- 
season. The fine plant has strong stems that hold the bloom per- 
fectly erect. When first shown in Minneapolis in 1945, it was the 
champion red and also won first prize in the 1 bloom and 10 
bloom classes. Champion red also in the 1950 Minneapolis Show.

A late white illuminated near the center by a ring of yellow stamens, 
a crown of gold. Center petals tipped carmine. Plant has strong 
stems and good foliage.

DR. CHRISTOPHER GRAHAM (New) (A. M. Brand) 
This variety was named for Dr. Graham, who was so long identi- 
fied with the early history of the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minne- 
sota. Here is a large late white in season with Marie Lemoine. It is 
a rich creamy white absolutely void of stamens. The plant is tall, 
with medium green foliage and strong stems. The flower is large, 
loosely built, with large guard petals enclosing a center of smaller 
lacy petals. There is an occasional trace of carmine on a petal, but 
not flecked like Festiva Maxima. The general appearance of this 
late flower is that of a large, very creamy white, the Kelway’s Glor- 
ious type. We consider this a real acquisition to our short list of 
good late whites. It is absolutely a first-class variety and also a late 


variety. It is a loose type and will open well.

DR. JOHN L. CRENSHAW (A. M. Brand) 
A fine red coming into flower with the late varieties. When Baro- 
ness Schroeder is just passing its prime this variety is at its best. 
This is a bright crimson-red unlike in color either Longfellow or 
Mary Brand. When the buds just begin to open, they might pass 
for a rich red Rose. The three or four outer rows of petals are 
very large, broad, and symmetrically arranged. The plant is of 
medium height, stems strong and erect, foliage narrow and dark 
green. The blossom develops into fine size for a red. Blooms at 
same time as Phillippe Rivoire. A Brand Division $5.00 


DUCHESSE DE NEMOURS (Calot) 
An early sulphur-white with shadings of green at the base of the 
petals, without any trace of crimson on the petals. The plant is 


medium tall, with strong stems and excellent foliage_

This is the first good early deep pink. It sometimes opens for 
Decoration Day with us in Minnesota. The flowers are large, borne 
profusely on tall, strong stems. A loose, crown type flower, of a 
beautiful deep pink. One of the greatest of all cut flowers in its 
color and season. The flowers deserve a much higher rating and 
should be planted because of its earliness and general good quali- 
ties.

EDWIN C. SHAW (Thurlow) 
A very large late midseason light old-rose, with flesh-pink tones 
in the center and collar, with occasional narrow red edges on the 
outer petals. A beautifully formed flower of cupped form. A very 
fragrant variety with strong stems that make it fine for both cut- 
ting and garden effects. A Brand Division $1.50 


ELLA CHRISTIANSEN (A. M. Brand) 
Although not so deep a pink as Blanche King, Ella Christiansen is 
so distinct from the delicate pinks in coloring as to be a real acqui- 
sition. The flower is exceedingly large, both on the plant in the 
field, and when handled as a cut flower. Petals are long, narrow 
and heavily serrated on the edges. The flower first opens cup-shape, 
then flat. ieee appealing—FElla Christiansen receives the un- 
bounded praise of every visitor. We like it better every year.

A very late, large, light pink. The petals are very long and the 
edges are both scalloped and ruffled. The flower has variations of 
deeper pink running throughout the petals. The variety is semi- 
rose type. This is a comparatively new variety that we introduced 
in 1936. We consider it a very fine Peony.

FANNY CROSBY (Brand) 
An early yellow Peony with pink guard petals that is growing in 
favor more each year as it becomes better known.

A very fine midseason white which we believe gives universal 
satisfaction.

GENEVIEVE (Lemoine) 
A very late creamy white coming into flower with Hansina Brand, 
Mrs. J. V. Edlund, and other very late ones.

A glistening flesh-pink with a salmon reflex shading toward the 
base of the petals. As the flowers fade they resemble a perfectly 
formed specimen of Solange. Comes into bloom late in the 
season and comes good every year while Solange often fails to 
produce perfect flowers. Hansina Brand was awarded the Farr 
Memorial Gold Medal for the best flower exhibited at the Na- 
tional Show held in connection with the Chicago Exposition in 
1933. In 1934 at the National Show held in St. Paul, Hansina 
Brand was again awarded the Farr Memorial Medal as the best 
flower in the show. Best flesh-pink in the National Show held at 
Rockford, Illinois, and also was judged the best double Peony in 
the Show. Best flesh-pink also at the Boston Show in 1947. With 
all these prizes, we find it dificult to supply the demand.

HAZEL KINNEY (A. M. Brand) 
I can still remember this beautiful flower as it appeared on the plant 
the first time.

It is unfortunate that Peonies have to be sold according to 
a certain price per root; because, unless due discretion is used 
as to the size, kind and quality of the root, the price alone 
means nothing. 


That is why we have standardized a type of quality of 
root, now generally known to the Peony world as “A Brand 
Division.” 


No one-year roots can qualify as ”A Brand Division,” be- 
cause our experience shows they are too immature. We insist 
upon making our divisions from hardy plants of two to three 
years’ growth, but we do not approve of TWO OR THREE- 
YEAR-OLD CLUMPS. Contrary to a common opinion that 
large clumps are essential for quick blooming, we know from 
experience that they prove to be disappointing. We cannot 
recommend a root to you which we would not plant in our 
own fields. 


We insist that each “Brand Division” shall retain at least 
3 to 5 or more eyes. The roots are first divided, then pruned 
and all the little fibrous ends are carefully removed. It is a 
mistake to suppose that a stock covered with little fuzzy roots 
is desirable. These little roots can never be straightened out 
in planting as they were dug. As the soil is pressed down upon 
them, they become crisscrossed, which leads to a deplorable 
root condition. Moreover, these little rootlets have already lost 
much of their vitality before planting, so they actually retard 
rather than hasten the growth. 


Only a large, clean division, handled by specialized labor ac- 
cording to these standards, can qualify as “A Brand Division.” 


When you figure the cost of your Peonies, not according to 
the price per root, but according to the size and beauty of 
bloom—the quality and quantity of yield—then you will find 
that no other Peonies cost so little as those which are grown 
from “Brand Divisions.”

Every few days our mail brings us a letter from the South asking 
us the above question, 


We do not believe this flower thrives as well in the South as it 
does in the North, as the Peony is a native of a cold climate. 


But we have shipped Peonies into many southern states, including 
Virginia, Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama, and also Cali- 
fornia. 


One customer expressed the opinion that success with Peonies 
in the South is more dependent upon soil than climate. Another rec- 
ommends furnishing shade for plants a part of each day. Another 
recommends a heavy mulch around plants to protect the crown of 
the Peony from injury by the intense heat of the sun. 


Our best advice is to purchase a few roots and try them out in 
your own soil and climate. Avoid late blooming sorts. Choose from 
varieties that our southern customers have recommended to us. Such 
a list incudes such varieties as Judge Berry, Henry Avery, Mons. 
Jules Elie, Reine Hortense, Phyllis Kelway, Festiva Maxima, Richard 
Carvel, Baroness Schroeder, La Rosiere, Susan White, Mrs. Deane 
Funk, Souvenir de Louis Bigot, etc. Also try out the Single and 
Japanese varieties. 


It is impossible for us to tell whether Peonies, Lilacs, Flowering 
Crabs, or other stock we list will do well in any particular location. 
All we can do is to send out stock of first class quality and this we 
claim to do.

“We are glad to report that we are extremely well pleased with the Peony 
roots bought from you and planted in our garden in the fall of 1949. 

“The first year they made a nice growth, but we disbudded all of them. 
In the spring of ’51 they all came out strong, with several stems and we 
partially disbudded them.” 


“Susan White was the first to bloom, and produced some most wonderful 
flowers. Ruth Elizabeth, Hansina Brand and Philippe Rivoire bloomed soon 
afterward. Ruth Elizabeth produced 8 flowers, all of which were perfect;

HOW TO PLANT 


For Spring or Fall planting. In the north we do not 


recommend planting in the fall. 


Plant so that the crown is 
just beneath the surface and 
use plenty of water when 
planting if the ground is at 
all dry. If the soil is dry as 


winter approaches, stir the 
ground well about the plants 
and cover with a good coarse 
mulch, but do not use leaves 
as they often smother the 
plants. 


CARE OF PHLOX 


Water heavily during dry spells. 
The flowers should not be allowed 
to go to seed. Cut the first flower 
spikes when they are in full bloom 
and use for home decoration. Or, 
if left longer on the plant, they 
should be cut as soon as the blooms 
fade. In this way, a second setting 
of bloom will come on and thus 
the season will be prolonged. This 
plant likes a well-enriched soil and 
a sunny, well-drained position.

When to Plant 


oe The Oriental Poppy is best handled during its dor- 
mant season, which usually begins about August 1st. 
We begin to fill our orders at this time and continue 
as long as we consider it safe for planting. 
A plant during the dormant season appears dead, 
and you may not be at all pleased when you receive a 
consignment of these roots. But carry out the following 
directions and in a very short time your plants will 
show signs of life. We do not send out Oriental Pop- 
pies in the spring. 


How to Plant 


Dig a hole so deep that the root extends straight 
down its full length with its top two inches below the 
surface. With the root in place, fill the soil about it 
until the hole is one-half full, pack the soil solid about 
the root and then fill the hole full of water and let seep 
entirely away. Then fill hole level full of soil and leave 
come loose pulverized soil on top. Be sure to put 2 to 
3 inches of straw, hay, or peat mulch over the top of 
the plants after ground freezes.

HISTORY OF THESE NEW CRABS 


The Hopa Flowering Crab was introduced by Dr. N. E. Hansen of the South 
Dakota Horticultural Station of Brookings in 1920. 


This was the first Flowering Crab with colored bloom hardy enough to withtstand 
the trying winter climate of the Middle Northwest. 


_ The fame of the Hopa soon spread across the nation and it was not long before 
it was growing in gardens clear across the northern border of our country and far up 
into Western Canada, 


We have two of the finest Hopas sent out by Dr. Hansen growing on our home 
grounds. These trees have a trunk diameter of 10 inches, are about 25 feet tall, and 
have a limb spread of 28 feet. The Hopa is a tremendous bloomer and when these two 
trees are in flower they are one solid mass of bloom. 


We have seen all the flowering trees of Florida and California, the Cherries of 
Washington, the flowering shrubs along our Eastern and Western coasts, but we have 
never seen anything more beautiful than these large Hopa Crabs on our home place. 


Now the female parent of the Hopa is the pink blossomed Crab, Niedzwetzkyana, 
which grows wild in the high mountains between Turkestan and China. 


Prof. Hansen’s success with the Hopa pointed out the way. Miss Isabella Preston 
of the Canadian Experimental Farms at Ottawa, made many crosses using Niedzwetz- 
kyana as the mother parent. Her success has been wonderful. Over 1700 of her seed- 
lings have been tested out at Morden, Manitoba, for hardiness, good color, and general 
desirability. The authorities in charge at Brookings, S. D., at Morden, Manitoba, and 
Ottawa have been very kind to us keeping us informed about these new varieties and 
have from time to time sent us propagating stock of what they considered the choicest 
ones. 


From these we have built up a stock of most desirable Crabs which we think will 
do well all over the country. This spring we are offering seven of these new ones to 
our customers. : 


Descriptions of Morden’s New Crabs—Still Under No. 


MORDEN No. 450. The flowers of this variety are a radiant live red, with long 
petals of medium width. Although some fading occurs in the sunshine, the color 
continues bright.

CONTROL OF PESTS 


PESTS: Ovystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the only 
enemies of the Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray either 
lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use liquid lime-sulphur in preference to 
dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or if the oil spray is used, 
then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In using the oil spray be 
sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out before putting in the oil. 
Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just as the buds are beginning 
to show green, while the oil spray should be used just before the 
buds show any green. 

The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes are 
kept well cultivated and growing, there is but little borer trouble. 
Where the borer is at work, he may be taken and killed by running 
a small wire into the hole and twisting it around to accomplish this. 
One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the furrow of the borer 
with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 
with putty or gum. Don’t wait until this destructive worm has de- 
stroyed a part of your Lilac bush.

Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We cannot 
tell which special reason is applicable in each individual case. We 
are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leaving you to 
decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are loaded 
with flowers each year and if your plants are not giving satisfactory 
bloom, some one of the following causes must be responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made your 
planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the vitality of 
the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle is often 
opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are laid out in 
the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the planting goes on. The 
plants grow but they received a setback from this exposure of the roots and it 
often takes two or three years to overcome this mistreatment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry dirt 
may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the plant 
as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to rob 
it of much of its vitality. 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a rich heavy 
soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that such 
growth needs checking, Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy branches 
from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have reached a point 
where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. If your plants are 
making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots with no bloom, go 
through your plants about the middle of June and trim out about one-half of the 
new growth back to the old wood. This will have a tendency to cause blooming 
buds to set on the balance of the new growth for the next year. If your bushes 
have a great many branches from the .ground and many short top branches go 
through your plants in March in the north or earlier in the South (before the sap 
starts) and cut out about one-half of the old branches to the ground, This will 
cause a new growth which no doubt will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 


Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs 
are not blooming. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty 
much better than we. We have no further information to offer.

Lilac Descriptions 


Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac as easily 
described. One can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, 
semidouble or double, or the panicles are simple or compound, 
long or short, loose or compact. 


But when it comes to color probably no two persons would name 
exactly alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 


A little explanation may help to interpret our descriptions. When 
we say a Lilac is red, we do not mean that it is scarlet; or 
when we say it is blue, we do not mean sky-blue, as an occasional 
customer seems to expect. The truth is, the colors of all Lilacs 
are soft. They are made up of different proportions of blue and 
red with more or less addition of white. If the red predominates 
in the light shades, we may call the color pink or rose. If the blue 
predominates decidedly, we may call the color blue; but if the 
blue while dominant is less pronounced we may call it lavender 
or lilac or violet or mauve. 


In the dark colors, if the red predominates decidedly we may 
call it red, as with Reaumur. If the blue predominates we call it 
purple. Then to be more definite we somtimes say reddish pur- 
ple or purplish red. 


It must be remembered also that, aside from the difficulty of 
getting an exact name for the normal color of a variety, this color 
may change somewhat with the season. For example, this year 
we had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather throughout the Lilac sea- 
son. Consequently the colors were all darker than usual. The char- 
acter of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 


We make our descriptions as clear as we can, but we understand 
how difficult it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac field dur- 
ing the blooming season to make his selection. However, we list 
only good varieties, those that should give much pleasure to those 
who plant them.

Planting Iustructions 


For Trees, Shrubs, including Lilacs 


Before an order for nursery stock reaches you, lay out your plans 
as to where you are going to place each item ordered. When the 
package arrives, place the bundle in a tub of water over night, or 
pour a pail of water into the package where the roots are baled. 


Dig all holes before starting to plant. Dig them large enough 
so that when the tree or shrub is placed in the hole, the roots when 
spread out naturally do not quite touch the sides of the hole. Dig 
deep enough so that when the dirt is all filled in, the plant is about 
2 inches deeper than it stood in the nursery row. 


While planting, keep all roots covered from the sun and wind. 


Spread the roots out and sift in fine mellow moist earth until the 
roots are all covered. Work the bush or tree up and down gently 
so that the dirt will sift in all around the roots. When the roots are 
well covered, get right in on top of the roots and tamp the soil down 
just as hard as you can. When this has been done (and do a good 
thorough job), fill the hole with water and let it seep away. 
Then fill the hole with mellow dirt and tramp the soil down 
again. Then mellow the surface to a depth of an inch and keep the 
soil cultivated all during the growing, season. 


We believe if the trees and shrubs that we send out do not do well 
after we have handled them so carefully here at the nursery, it is 
because the planting wasn’t done well or the stock was not cared for 
as it should have been.
